knowledge  of  Portuguese,  good 
academic  record,  good  moral 
character,  and  good  health. 

Applications  may  be  obtained 
from  the  U.  S.  Student  Program, 
Institute  of  International  Educa- 
tion, 2 West  45th  Street,  New 
York,  and  must  be  filed  by  Feb- 
ruary 15  at  the  same  address. 

Each  fellowship  carries  a cash 
allowance  of  about  $125  per 
month  for  a ten,  month  period.

First  lecturer  on  the  winter 
quarter  offering  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University-Community 
Concert  series  will  be  the  states- 
man-emmissary  Dwight  Griswold, 
who  will  speak  Monday  at  8:15 
p.m.,  in  the  Provo  tabernacle,  ac- 
cording to  Prof.  Herald  R.  Clark, 
series  director. 

Representing  the  United  States 
i on  important  postwar  assign- 
ments, Mr.  Griswold  has  distin- 
guished himself  as  emissary  and 
statesman.  As  director  of  the 
division  of  international  affairs 
with  the  military  government  in 
Germany  under  General  Lucius 
Clay,  he  was  named  chief  of  the 
American  Mission  for  Aid  to 
Greece.  He  had  previously  served 
six  years  as  governor  of  Nebras- 
ka. 

A successful  banker,  he  was 
elected  to  the  Nebraska  legisla- 
ture in  1921,  serving  in  both 
houses  of  that  body  during  the 
next  ten  years.  He  was  elected 
governor  of  Nebraska  in  1940 
and  served  two  terms  in  that  of- 
fice.' 

Known  for  his  clear  thinking 
and  writing  on  public  affairs,  he 
took  over  the  Gordon  Journal  in 
Gordon,  Neb.,  in  1922  and  served 
as  editor  and  publisher  for  18 
years.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Nebraska  Press  Assn.

Plagiarist  Questioned 
The  first  case  presented  to  the 
council  concerned  a student  ac- 
cused of  copying  material  for 
an  English  paper.  When  ques- 
tioned, the  student  claimed  orig- 
inality. However,  the  source  was 
produced  and  the  council  recom- 
mended that  the  student  be  failed 
in  his  paper. 

Two  students  who  repeatedly 
answered  for  each  other  during 
roll  call  were  reported.  They  read- 
ily admitted  mis-conduct,  and 
were  reprimanded  and  placed  on 
conditional  probation. 

A student  who  attempted  to 
secure  a test  for  a class  in  which 
he  was  not  enrolled  was  placed 
on  probation  for  the  remainder 
of  the  school  year. 

Two  students  who  retained  test 
paper  until  the  instructor  began 
giving  answers  admitted  chang- 
ing their  answers,  and  the  council 
recommended  that  they  be  failed 
in  the  test. 

Faculty  Cooperates 
As  in  all  previous  cases;  this 
recommendation  was  accepted  by 
the  faculty  member  concerned. 

“In  an  attempt  to  promote 
greater  honor  at  BYU,  the  coun- 
cil earnestly  solicits  the  coopera- 
tion of  all  students  and  encour- 
ages any  suggestions  which 
might  make  that  task  more  eas- 
ily accomplished,”  said  Mr.  Shum- 
way. 


Civil  Service 

Changes 

Announced 

c!fVil  Service  examination  an- 
nouncements made  through  De- 
cember 12,  1950,  have  been 

changed  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  state  that  all  ap- 
pointments made  as  a result  of 
these  examinations  will  be  indef- 
inite appointments.  Presidential 
appointees  and  postmasters  are 
excepted  from  the  new  ruling. 

In  an  executive  order,  the  pres- 
ident directed  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  place  new  ap- 
Dointees  on  a non-pormanent 
basis  in  the  interest  of  national 
defense.  Indefinite  appointees  do 
not  acquire  a competitive  civil 
service  status  and  cannot  specify 
departmental  service  or  zone  ser- 
vice. In  this  manner  the  en- 
larged needs  of  Federal  agencies 
engaged  in  national  defense  ac- 
tivities can  be  more  efficiently 
filled. 

Probational  appointments 
(those  leading  to  permanent  ap- 
pointments) may  be  made  but 
only  in  unusual  cases  when  such 
appointments  are  determined  to 
be  in  the  interest  of  the  govern- 
ment. 

Persons  given  indefinite  ap- 
pointments are  not  subject  to  the 
Civil  Service  Retirement  Act  and 
no  deductions  for  retirement  are 
to  be  made  trom  basic  salaries. 

Present  Federal  employees  are 
given  no  advantage  under  the 
new  ruling  in  applying  for  in- 
definite appointments  for  the 
type  of  work  they  now  have,  un- 
less they  are  qualified  for  pro- 
motion to  a higher  grade.  Ap- 
points now  limited  to  June  30, 
1952,  were  automatically  con- 
verted to  indefinite  appointments 
on  December  1,  1950.

Jascha  Heifetz,  master  violin  virtuoso,  served  up  a banquet  of 
choice  offerings  to  an  appreciative  capacity  audience  in  the  Provo 
Stake  tabernacle  Monday  night. 

One  forgot  that  he  was  drawing  the  tail  of  a !ioble  horse 
over  the  stomach  of  an  agile  cat  as  floods  of  tone  poured  forth 
during  the  Largo  movement  and  left  the  audience  above  the 
realms  of  senses  and  dimensions. 

The  entree  consisted  of  two  highly  different  works  by  Glaz- 
ounov  and  Beethoven.  The  Glazounov  violin  concerto  was  the  better 
received  of  the  two  and  represented  the  artist's  real  forte  for  the 
evening,  since  he  had  a chance  to  display  his  technic.rl  mastery 
and  capitulation  to  the  romantic.  One  could  almost  detect  the 
heavy  aroma  of  gardenias  in  the  air. 

Music  of  older  origin  dominated  the  dessert  portions  of  the 
concert  as  Bohemian  melodies  in  sixths  and  octaves  titillated  plates 
of  those  with  lighter  tastes.  Heifetz,  the  master  technician,  the 
romanticist,  the  musical  dynamo,  was  revealed  in  the  Ravel’s 
“Tzigane.” 

Cascades  of  tone  brilliantly  flashed,  illuminating  Heifetz’s 
complete  mastery  of  violin,  as  double  trills,  difficult  stop 
passages,  spectacular  use  of  harmonics  and  Pizzicato  trans- 
formed both  performer  and  instrument  from  the  great  to  the 
miraculous.

“Anti-Flunk  Campaign,”  accord- 
ing to  a report  by  Robert  S. 
Hopkins,  Jr.,  dean  of  men. 

The  legend  goes:  freshmen  who 
dawdle  while  the  leaves  fall  in 
October  are  seldom  on  campus 
to  view  the  buds  of  spring.  One 
reason:  too  much  time  devoted 
to  "bull  session!.”  A second  rea- 
son: midyear  exams  weed  out 
scholastic  lightweights. 

Believing  that  many  students 
who  flunk  out  of  college  are  lost 
because  of  poor  study  habits 
rather  than  lack  of  brainpower. 
Dean  Hopkins  seized  the  deadly 
"bull  session"  and  turned  it  to 
good  use. 

Eight  weekly  "bull  sessions”  on 
“How  to  Study”  were  held  in 
freshman  dormitories.  Capacity 
crowds  attended,  according  to 
Dean  Hopkins.  Students  learned 
how  to  take  notes,  how  to  budget 
time,  how'  to  Improve  reading 
efficiency  and  how  to  plan  for 
exams. 

“To  make  the  class  of  ’54 
‘flunk-proof’  is  impossible,”  he 
said,  "nevertheless,  we  hope  that 
many  more  friendly  faces  will 
still  be  around  after  February 
than  in  years  past.”

An  advertisement  in  the  Uni- 
versity Daily  KANSAN  started 
Dick  Bibler  on  his  way  to  fame 
as  America’s  favorite  collegiate 
cartoonist.  It  all  started  when 
the  Daily  KANSAN  advertised 
for  a cartoonist  through  a car- 
toon contest.  The  prize  for  the 
contest  was  $25.00. 

After  a night  spent  at  the 
drawing  board,  fourteen  cartoons 
were  submitted  by  Mr.  Bibler, 
and,  needless  to  say,  he  was  the 
winner  of  the  contest  and  the 
$25.00.  He  also  won  a steady 


job  as  cartoonist  for  the  paper. 

With  this  job  came  the  creation 
of  what  was  to  be  none  other 
than  “Worthal.”  Worthal,  the 
student  who  is  always  in  tight 
spots  with  Profs,  was  created 
from  drawings  by  Bibler  of  sev- 
eral faces.  From  these  drawings 
were  picked  the  parts  that  were 
later  to  become  the  face  of 
Worthal.  The  title  “Little  Man 
on  Campus”  was  suggested  by 
Gordon  A.  Sabine  who  now 
teaches  journalism'  at  Oregon 
University.  Thus  did  the  cartoon

get  a central  character  and  also 
a title. 

Grows  Nationally 

After  the  first  year  of  cartoon- 
ing for  the  KANSAN,  the  uni- 
versities of  Texas,  Oregon  State 
and  Utah  asked  if  they  might  get 
the  cartoon  for  their  papers  too. 
With  this  came  the  growth  of  the 
feature  from  one  paper  coverage, 
to  its  present  day  total  of  21 
daily  and  96  weekly  papers.  Bib- 
ler and  Worthal  have  come  a long 
way. 

Drawing  “Little  Man  on  Cam- 
pus” is  a problem,  though,  ac- 
cording to  “B  i b."  Different 
schools  have  different  ideas  on 
what  they  want  in  a cartoon,  and 
it  poses  a great  problem  to  create 
a drawing  that  will  be  pleasing 
to  all  institutions.  The  biggest 


worry  of  the  creator  is  as  he 
says,  “Once  in  a while,  you  may 
think  more  often,  I get  a cartoon 
that  is  just  absolutely  corny — 
terrible  in  fact,  and  it  just  seems 
that  I have  to  send  it  out.  I 
worry  that  the  stuff  gets  worse 
as  I go.”  Thus,  the  problems  of 
the  artist  are  many  in  this  field, 
as  in  most  other  fields. 

Dick  Bibler  drew  cjartoons 
when  he  was  a member  of  the 
Seventh  Army  Airways  Com- 
munication System  in  the  last 
war.  He  was  a field  artist  for 
YANK  magazine,  and  it  was  here 
that  he  gained  much  of  his  early 
experience.

At  present  Dick  has  two  de- 
sires in  life.  One  of  these  is  to 
work  for  the  Salt  Lake  City 


DESERET  NEWS,  which  he 
thinks  is  one  of  the  best  papers 
in  the  country.  The  other  is  to 
be  a teacher,  as  he  says,  after  he 
gets  his,  MFA  degree,  and  learns 
to  become  an  artist. 

At  the  present  time,  “Bib"  has 
a Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  degree 
and  is  working  toward  a teach- 
ing certificate  at  the  Colorado 
school.

and  geology  has  been  to  closely 
correlate  and  tie  in  the  sciences. 
“The  integration  of  the  physical 
sciences  is  an  essential  part  of 
teaching,”  according  to  Professor 
Nicholes. 

Chemistry  Blueprint 
A unique  feature  of  chemistry 
department  planning  is  its  lay- 
out in  the  science  building.  An 
automatic  dumb-waiter  services 
and  connects  the  different  labs 
and  experimental  and  testing 
rooms  from  a large  stock  room 
on  the  first  floor  to  the  floors  on 
which  the  chemistry  department 
is  located. 

Included  in  the  chemistry  sec- 
tion is  an  underground  room,  sep- 
arate from  the  building,  which  is 
designed  to  store  flammable  and 
explosive  materials.  In  case  of 
accident,  overhead  doors  would 
be  opened,  allowing  the  gases  and 
explosive  blast  to  escape  into  the 
outside  air  through  a grilled 
ventilator. 

Chemistry  Library 
The  increasing  importance  of 
chemistry  in  various  phases  of 
world  activities  is  being  tabulated 
and  the  department  of  chemistry 
at  the  Y is  fully  able  to  keep 
abreast  of  research  developments. 
Included  in  the  science  library 
are  complete  files  of  American 
and  foreign  chemical  publica- 
tions. Complete  published  jour- 
nals of  German,  British  and 
French  chemical  societies  over 
the  last  40  years  are  available. 
Demand  for  greater  numbers 


of  competent  persons  with  a 
background  in  chemistry  is  in- 
creasing in  American  medical, 
industrial  and  scientific  centers, 
making  the  general  field  of  chem- 
istry one  of  great  practicality  to 
the  university  student.
